1. Then, I affirm, with the Apoſtle, that 
Sin is unfruitful in the very commiſſion of it.

As that Land is truly called barren and un- 

fruitful, that brings forth nothing bur Weeds 
and poiſonous Herbs; ſo Sin, ſince it only 
produces ſuch things, as are either of no Uſe 
at all, or elſe of a pernicious and deſtructive 
Nature, may juſtly deſerve the fame Deno- 
mination : and therefore our Apoſtle, in his 
' Epiſtle to the Epheſians, gives it this ſame Cha- 
rater, when he adviſes us, to have no fellowſhip 
with the unfruitful works of darkneſs.

Tranſgreſſions, did not vaſtly out- weigh the 
tranſitory Enjoyment, which they might ſeem 
to taſte in the commiſſion of them. Let the 
laſcivious Wanton caſt his Eye backwards, 
and view his Dangers and his Diſappoint- 
ments, his Frights and Apprehenſions, his dai- 
ly Wanderinys and nightly Watchings; let him

Thus might I apply myſelf to every par- 
ticular Sinner, in Relation to his darling and 
moſt beloved Iniquity, with the Apoſtle's ſhort, 
but pithy, Queſtion, What fruit had ye then in thoſe 
things? And he cannot give me a better Anſwer, 
than in the Words of the wiſe Man : Behold, all is 
vanity and vexation of Fpirit : Either Vanity, entirely 
empty and inſignificant; or, what is yet worſe, 
vexation of ſpirit, extremely diſtaſteful and per- 
nicious ; and certainly if a Man would give 
himſelf Time to conſider, how much Pains 
and Trouble, ſuch or ſuch a ſiuful Satisfaction 
muſt ſtand him in; he could not be fo fooliſn- 
ly beſotted with the Love of it, tho he had 
no Senſe of Piety or Religion, as to undergo 
ſuch unſufferable Hardſhips, and of ſo long 
Continuance, for ſo trivial a Delight, and ſo 
ſhort-lived an Enjoyment and a wiſe Epicure 
would rather renounce Pleaſure, than over- 
buy it with ſo much Pain.
